Houston’s Health Officer on Fighting 


Mosquitos. 


Acting City H ealth Officer W. 
ll. Brumby, who has devoted con­ 
siderable thought and study to the 
mosquito as a pest, has given out 
the following interesting article: 
It is no longer a theory, but 
proofs positive exist to substan­ 
tia te the claims of scientific men 
in the medical profession that the 
mosquito is the sole cause of ma 
laria and carries the same from 
•n e person to another. 
We have 
illustrations of this in our every­ 
day life. 
It is a recognized fact 
that the poorer classes, the ones 
who can least afford it, are the 
•nee who suffer the most from m a­ 
larial troubles, which we were too 
quick to attribute to bad hygenic 
conditions or improper food. 
We 
would come nearer the truth by 
reversing 
the order— mosquitos, 
then hygiene, gor the abler class 
usually have their houses “ screen­ 
ed” if you do find plenty of stag 
nant water on the premises. 
The mortuary reports from our 
office will show that the physi­ 
cian’s “ most visible means of sup­ 
port” is malaria. 
Cut out the ma­ 
laria and 
Houston would be a 
health resort ie comparison with 
the majority of our northern cities. 
With the hearty co-operation 
and active assistance of the whole 
community our crusade against the 
little pest will be of more benefit 
to the health than deep water in 
the bayou will be to the financial 
Interests of Houston. 
Our m ortu­ 
ary report for the week ending 
August 24 is 24.9b per 1000. 
That 
for the respective weeks of May 25, 
June I and 8 are 11.44 and 15.60. 
This can be easily accounted for 
ay the recent rains having m ulti­ 
plied the number of mosquitos of 
which there was previous a dearth 
-"Of: account of the drouth. 
Recent 


rains, recent mosquitoes, recent 
increase in death certificates. 
Let’s encourage the more exten­ 
sive use of mosquito bars or wire 
screens for windows and doors. 
They are no longer a luxury, but a 
necessity. 
This fact 
cannot In* 
emphasized 
too much. 
Again, 
don’t wait for the city to drain 
your property when a few spades- 
ful of dirt will fill the low places 
in the back yard. Report all large 
water holes, which could be easily 
drained, to our street commis­ 
sioner and he will gladly drain 
same as fast as his means at hand 
will permit. 
Other places will be 
covered with kerosene every two 
weeks by our department. 
Do the 
same yourself with the cisterns, 
water barrels, etc., on your prem ­ 
ises and watch results next spring* 
for the mosquito is with us always 
here 
in 
Houston. — Galveston 
News.

Acting City Health Officer \\ . 
M. Brumby, who has devoted con­ 
siderable thought and study to the 
mosquito as a pest, has given out 
the following interesting article: 
It is no longer a theory, but 
-woof- positive exist to substan­ 
tiate the claims of scientific men 
in the medical profession that the 
mosquito is the sole cause of ma 
laria and carries the same from 
ane person to another. 
We have 
illustrations of this in our every­ 
day life. 
It is a recognized fact 
that the poorer classes, the ones 
who can least afford it, are the 
anes who suffer the most from ma- 
'anal troubles, which we were too 
quick to attribute to bad hygenic 
conditions or improper food. 
We 
would come nearer the truth by 
reversing 
the order—mosquitos, 
then hygiene, gor the abler class 
usually have their houses “ screen­ 
ed” if you do find plenty of stag 
nant water on the premises. 
The mortuary reports from our 
office will show that the physi­ 
cian’s “ most visible means of sup­ 
port” is malaria. 
Cut out the ma­ 
laria and 
Houston would be a 
health resort ia comparison with 
the majority of our northern cities. 
With the hearty co-operation 
And active assistance of the whole 
community our crusade against the 
little pest will be of more benefit 
to the health than deep water in 
the bayou will be to the financial 
in te re sts of Houston.

ary report for the week ending 
Angust 24 is 24.9b per 1000. That 
for the respective weeks of May 2n, 
June I and 8 are 11,44 and lf).60. 
This can be easily accounted for 
ay the recent rains having multi­ 
plied the number of mosquitos of 
which there was previous a dearth 
•"WI account of the drouth. 
Recent 


rains, recent mosquitoes, recent 
increase in death certificates. 
Let’s encourage the more exten­ 
sive use of mosquito bars or wire 
screens for windows and doors. 
They are no longer a luxury, but a 
necessity. 
This fact 
cannot be 
emphasized 
too much. 
Again, 
don’t wait for the city to drain 
your property wThen a few spades- 
ful of dirt will fill the low places 
in the back yard. Report all large 
water holes, which could be easily 
drained, to our street commis­ 
sioner and ho will gladly drain 
same as fast as his means at hand 
will permit. 
Other places will be 
covered with kerosene every two 
weeks by our department. 
Do the 
same yourself with the cisterns, 
water barrels, etc., on your prem­ 
ises and watch results next spring* 
for the mosquito is with us always 
here 
in
